Higher Classroom Teachers Pay 


“Classroom teachers deserve the best we can give them,” Folsom 
says. “I have a record in their behalf that makes me proud, During my 
first term, their average salary was raised nearly $700 per year: and dur- 
ing my last term their salary was raised nearly $700 per year — that’s 
an average hike of nearly $1400 more money per year, that every teacher 
in Alabama got during Folsom administration. I am proud of that re- 
cord. And yet today we find that we are still at the bottom of the list in 
teachers salaries. Therefore] say that we must pay them more. Many of 
our teachers are going to Georgia and Florida because they can get a lot 
better pay.
